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ARCHITECTURAL CRITICISM 


RCHITECTURAL criticism still retains all its 
interest as'a fascinating subject for discussion, 
' as was shown in the Debate which appeared 
recently inour columns. There seems to be no 
common agreement or finality, despite the fact that 
from time to time a good deal has been written upon 
the subject. We can only conclude, therefore, that 
while there may be greater unanimity of opinion 
amongst senior and experienced architects, there are 
younger members joining the profession each year 
who have had neither the opportunity nor the time to 
study what has already been written upon architectural 
criticism. 

We have never denied that criticism is a healthy 
thing both for those who create and for the public 
which enjoys the interpretations of the critic, but we 
have always believed that a distinction should be made 
between the criticism which interprets or reveals a 
work of art; between the criticism that is designed 
solely for the artist ; and the criticism which is frankly 
an expert judgment—upon, say, a play or a book—-to 
guide the public in its decisions upon its purchases and 
its patronage. 

We have come to expect the usual submission that 
painters, sculptors, authors, musicians, actors and play- 
wrights have each and all to submit to the acid test of 
printed criticism. And we know the familiar inference : 
“Why, therefore, should only the architect—whose 
artistic essays intrude themselves, for good or bad, upon 
the public attention—be exempt?” Obviously, we 
think, the fundamental difference between the architect 
and the other artists mentioned is that they are appealing 
to the public ; they have something to sell. Surely if, 
out of a multitude of books, we are invited to pay seven 
shillings and sixpence, we have a reasonable claim to 
have the expert opinion of the critic to guide us in our 
choice! One critic has his duty towards playgoers 
desiring to know which play to patronise ; another 
has his duty towards readers desiring to know which 
books to buy, borrow or avoid ; but is there a social 
charter empowering the architectural critic to assume 
the doubtful office of the tipster? The architect 
does not sell his wares, nor is the general public exhorted 
to pay for the entertainment. He is commissioned by 
his client ; he is paid for his services, and he charges 
the public nothing. As a transaction it is complete 
in itself, and it is a personal and private matter between 
the architect and his client. 

The railway bookstall and the picture gallery differ 
only slightly in principle in their functions, but there 
is a palpable difference between them and a building 
which, in function and appearance, is the private con- 
cern of the architect and his client. The public gets 
the benefit of the “‘ Art’ for nothing, as a by-product 
so to speak, and that fact should be taken into account 
in balancing any grievances against the mediocre. 
The art of building is practised as a profession, and we 
might, therefore, as well expose in print our criticism 
of the solicitors and doctors who have failed to guide 
us successfully in the art of human conduct, and in the art 
of living. If we are not satisfied we can go elsewhere, 
but our opinions and changes of mind are not matters 
of public interest in the Press, nor are we guided by 


the public criticism of experts. The late Lord Riddell 
knew the implication of his joke when he suggested 
that the public should be invited to pay five shillings 
for admission to inspect new buildings when they were 
completed. As a suggestion, it seemed to point the true 
way to a spate of what is known as candid criticism. 

It is easy to see that a good architectural critic could 
alter the distribution of the available commissions 
amongst architects. Believing in the theory that 
criticism would be for their own good, and the good 
of architecture, the critic would require courage as his 
first qualification, and a sublime belief that he could 
find a publisher courageous to the extent of folly 
When the client and his architect are satisfied and 
happy, the critic is surely taking a risk in separating 
them in the cause of art! It has not vet been established 
in our social structure that an ugly building is sufficient 
justification for a bankrupt architect. Similarly, the 
critic cannot be unaware that he has not been invited 
to criticise his neighbour’s house, even if he dislikes 
its appearance, and possesses the architectural knowledge 
to give weight to his criticism. If, in his opinion, that 
is his social charter, let him step forward with his 
candid criticism, under his own name, and face the 
consequences bravely. 

If it is contended that architectural criticism is for 
the good of architects, it is obvious that an element of 
humbug can vitiate the whole argument, where there is a 
failure to realise that it cannot be good for the poor 
architect whose building has been lashed in the Press 
with the scorn of candid criticism. It would seem 
reasonable to suppose that architects are aware that the 
plain unvarnished truth would damage the reputation 
of some of their colleagues, but it is characteristic of 
human nature that many architects, apparently, would 
be willing to run that risk in the honest belief that their 
own work would be certain of praise. This comment is. 
not written in any ungenerous spirit; it is evident 
from records and biographies that some of the most 
extraordinary architectural productions—in our judg- 
ment—have given pride to their designers. 

Incidentally, it is not certain that there is an implied 
invitation for criticism from authors, playwrights 
and painters: it may be that they cannot prevent it, 
and that the public is merely exercising a social right. 
Even if this argument is unconvincing, in the sense 
that it is not a barrister’s opinion, it points in a general 
way to the reluctance of the public and the critic to 
engage in architectural criticism similar to that enjoyed, 
or tolerated, by other artists. When all the com- 
parisons with the other arts are exhausted, there remains 
the simple fact that the whole question of architectural 
criticism is answered by the professional position of the 
architect. The old query whether architecture was a 
profession or an art was a logical fallacy, and, as it 
happens, the question has now been answered that it 
is a profession, whatever else it may be. Having estab- 
lished his status, we assume that the architect knows 
how to keep it. 

We believe there is a need for disinterested criticism 
of architecture in its relation to the social needs of the 
people, and we believe that it could be stimulating and 
refreshing. But when we come to consider candid 
criticism of particular buildings, it is impossible to. 
avoid seeing that there is an instinctive code of right 
manners, and that it should be proof against what 
might be termed the petty larcenies that arise out of 
personal criticism.

Bush House in London, 
gave on the wireless from New York 
iast Sunday evening an extremely 
interesting talk on American §archi- 
tecture. He made clear many points 
about skyscrapers that are sometimes 
misunderstood in this country; for 
example, that the very high buildings 
of New York are not due to the 
impossibility of lateral expansion on 
Manhattan Island, but simply to the 
desire to exploit a site to its utmost 
economic limits. So long as a building 
conforms to the zoning regulations, 
there is no limit to the height of its 
tower, provided it occupies no more 
than a quarter of the superficial area, 
though it appears to be uneconomic to 
build higher than seventy-five stories. 
Mr. Corbett made out an interesting, if 
not perhaps entirely convincing, case 
for skyscrapers so long as they have 
ample space around them, and even 
claimed that by accommodating people 
vertically instead of horizontally they 
provide a solution of the traffic pro- 
blem. Some conception of the extra- 
ordinary nature of these vast buildings 
may be gained from the fact that the 
Rockefeller Centre, from which Mr. 
Corbett spoke, will, when completed, 
accommodate about a quarter of a 
million people. It includes two 
theatres, seating 10,000 people, and 
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provides for almost every kind of 
human requirement, except housing 
accommodation. Service roadways 
are provided beneath the buildings, so 
that traffic congestion in the surround- 
ing streets is avoided. 


Mr. CorBETT made _in- 
America’s teresting reference to the 
Housing new American attitude 
Problem. towards housing. He ad- 
mitted frankly that 


America, in its adherence to “ rugged 
individualism,” had left the housing of 
the people to take care of itself, and 
that housing standards in America are 
below those of many other countries, 
especially England, to whose activities 
in this respect he paid a handsome 
tribute. America, he said, will have 
to go to Europe to discover how to 
deal with its housing problem, which 
is now to be seriously tackled. Mr. 
Corbett seemed to think that our 
building methods are out of date, and 
observed that it takes twice as long to 
get things done here as it does in the 
United States. America, he said, 
would make use of every suitable mass- 
produced material and detail of equip- 
ment in order to produce the greatest 


amount of housing accommodation at: 


the lowest cost. 


THE recent Guildhall

tion of | Wales on the subject of 
Houses. the mass production of 
houses for the working 

classes, and his appeal to the archi- 
tectural profession and the building 
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industry to produce houses as motor 
cars are produced by the motor in- 
dustry, has no doubt been interpreted 
too literally, as Messrs. Maurice EK. 
Webb, Robert Atkinson and G. Grey 
Wornum point out in a letter to the 
Times on Wednesday, but it un- 
doubtedlyv suggests possibilities, and is 
a matter for serious consideration by 
the industry. We agree with the 
correspondents to our contemporary 
that the standardisation of a complete 
house presents obvious difficulties, but 
they consider that there are parts, and 
important parts, which are capable of 
standardisation. ‘‘ Every house,” they 
say, “contains certain essential units 
wherein all the expensive details of 
plumbing, drainage, hot and cold water 
services, electricity and gas, etc., are 
embodied, all of which may now by 
Ministry of Health consent be placed 
inside the building. These units are 
common to all small houses, and consist 
of the kitchen, bathroom and lavatory, 
usually planned one above the other. 
They could, we believe, be mass-pro- 
duced in a factory in skeleton and sent 
to any site anywhere in England, com- 
plete with piping and fittings in a lorry 


or a railway truck. The remainder of 


the house could then be built round the 
unit. The connections to the water, 
electricity, and gas mains could be 
screwed on in a few minutes, and drains 
connected. Further, the unit could be 
cased in brick, stone, or concrete, or 
any other material suitable to the 
neighbourhood, and the remainder—and 
comparatively cheaper part of the house 
—added as fancy or purse decided.”

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THE writers admit that all 
this may seem fantastic, 
but in support of their 
views they go on to say 
that “‘ provided this com- 
plicated and expensive part of the 
house can be factory-built and sent to 
the site complete, as from our pre- 
liminary investigations we believe it 
can, the building industry could get 
busy in turning these units out by any 
number of thousands per annum that 
the Government wish, at prices which 
might even astonish the speculative 
builder. We believe that the Prince 
has hit a nail on the head, and that it is 
up to architects and builders to get 
together and drive it home. The above 
suggestion is offered as a_ practical 
scheme after some considerable thought, 
and we find that such a skeleton unit 
embodying a kitchen on the ground 
floor with bath and lavatory above, or 
alongside, complete with all essential 
fittings, would occupy a space of ap- 
proximately 12 ft. by 8ft. by 6 ft. 
The whole of the unit could be made in 
a factory and could be put on a lorry 
at the factory door and delivered to the 
site, either complete or in sections as 
the manufacturers may decide.”’

AN interesting correspon-

ae Mr. Walter G. Bell in the 
Abbey. Daily Telegraph, on the 
somewhat — controversial 
subject of the suggested removal from 
the Abbey of these ‘“ masses of un- 
wanted statuary.” Mr. Bell is all for 
removal, as is Sir Edwin Cooper, A.R.A., 
though both realise the difficulty of 
giving effect to such proposals, es- 
pecially as some of the very worst 
memorials, says Mr. Bell, are of recent 
date. Sir Edwin Cooper says he foresees 
strong opposition * both on the princi- 
ple that a monument once placed in 
the Abbey should not be removed, and 
from the descendants of those whose 
names these monuments seek to per- 
petuate ; but, with care and discretion, 
the task seems to me desirable and 
possible. Records could be left in the 
form of fine lettering, and the Abbey 
would then be seen and appreciated by 
all lovers of its history and by those 
who care for order and simplicity, in a 
way that is not now possible.” Such 
suggestions need very careful con- 
sideration by a body representing 
the varied interests concerned, but if 
approached in the right spirit, it 
should not be difficult to satisfy those 
interests.

Research on Water Supplies and Sanitation. 

In the Annual Report of the Water Pollu- 
tion Research Board (‘‘ Report of the Water 
Pollution Research Board for the Year ended 
June 30, 1934,”’ published by H.M. Stationery 
Office, 9d. net), now issued by the Department 
of Scientific and Industrial Research, refer- 
ence is made to the exceptional conditions of 
weather during 1933 and 1934. The long spell 
of dry weather not only caused difficulties in 
the provision of ample quantities of water for 
various purposes, but had a serious detri- 
mental effect on the quality of the water in 
rivers and streams into which sewage and 
trade effluents are discharged, as less water 
than usual was available for dilution of the 
discharges. The investigations initiated by 
the Board may be divided into four main 
groups dealing respectively, with purifica- 
tion of water for public supply, methods of 
treatment and disposal of sewage, methods 
of treatment and disposal of trade effluents, 
and var:ous problems of river pollution.

Hugh Carpenter. 

We regret to announce the death, on 
December 10, of Mr. Hugh Carpenter, only 
surviving partner of the firm of Messrs. R. 
E. Carpenter and Son, quantity, measuring 
surveyors and arbitrators, Leicester, at the 
age of 56.

“* Tendering.” 


Srr,—In his recent article on this subject, 
Mr. J. R. Taylor makes some remarks which 
are difficult to reconcile. First of all, he 
deplores the excessive competition rampant 
in the building trade, and compares the 
present conditions with the good old days, 
when competition was more localised. Pre- 
sumably quantities were less broadcast then. 
Mr. Taylor then goes on to say that the 
non-supply of quantities has tended to re- 
strict the number of competitors for con- 
tracts. That is all to the good. 

But why does Mr. Taylor seek to inten- 
sify the excessive competition he deplores by 
the indiscriminate supply of what he calls 
“properly prepared quantities’’ to all and 
sundry, competent and otherwise? The risks 
Mr. Taylor refers to are inherent in con- 
tracting. Remove them, and you have an 
influx of seekers after easy money. There is. 
I agree, a tendency on the part of local 
authorities to employ their own salaried 
quantity surveyors or to throw the onus of 
tendering on contractors. The reason, I 
submit, is not far to seek. En AVANT.

WEST COUNTRY TOWNS 
VI.—DAWLISH, DEVON 


By FRANK BENNETT, A.R.1.B.A. 


In the preceding articles five towns were 
examined which ali possessed one definite 
characteristic in common. They were country 
towns, each the centre of a community, re- 
ceiving from and sending out produce to the 
surrounding country villages. These towns 
were all in the depth of the country, but now, 
for lively contrast, I have swung away sud- 
denly, passing over Dorset, and arrived on the 
sea coast at the little town of Dawhsh. This 
town, compared with the five country towns, 
and because it stands hard against the boun- 
dary of the sea, is really only half a town. 

Dawlish is pretty and restful, like many 
another seaside town along our very extended 
coast, but it pleases in one special way. ‘This 
is in the excellence of its lay-out, which is 
almost ideal. There are the two kinds ot sea- 
coast towns, what might be called ‘‘ pseudo,” 
with their outskirts running somewhere down 
to the sea, and the *‘real,’’ which identify 
themselves with the sea wholeheartedly and 
seem to be pushing as far on to the beach as 
possible. Dawlish is of the real type, but 
it differs from others of its kind. It restrains 
itself from pushing too hard down on to the 
beach and realises the enormous advantage 
gained by an open frontage as compared with 
a straightened out, built-up frontage, such as 
that at Brighton 

Many seaside towns struggle to add to their 
amenities, and some regret their ribbon de- 
velopments. It is realised that houses spread 
along promenades are not really interesting 
alone. At the centre of some seaside towns 
a nausea overtakes the visitor. He feels an 
overpowering sense of too much building and 
confinement. Ramshackle whelk stalls on one 
hand vie with vast hotels on the other; traffic 
clatters from behind and music from the band- 
stands on two piers beats in from the front. 

Dawlish, approached from the top, feels 
agreeably compact. One is soon in the middle 
of the town, and everything is easily reached. 
One is in touch with all the activities of 
visitors and town’s people alike. One misses 
nothing, and there are no disagreeably long 
walks to places. One feels comtortabiy pro- 
tected by hills but not oppressed by them; 
they are not sudden hills, but gradually rising 
Jand. Once inside, one feels no particular 
urge to leave Dawlish. 

The formation of the town makes the sea 
seem very attractive. One sees both the water 
and the town together and feels the liveiv 
contrast of care-free holiday spirit on the edge 
of the water and the sober life and move 
sophisticated occupation of other people on 
the lawns. 

The town runs inland from the coast like 
a letter “ U inverted. The hills enclose 
the “*U’’ and the sea washes up towards its 
open end. The inside of it is laid out with 


grass lawns, trees and ornamental flower beds, 
and a flowing strea*n runs along one side ot it. 

A few of the houses extend outwards from 
the open end of the “ U,” but the bulk of 
them line along its sides, and gather thick 
around its closed end. Unlike 
many another seaside town 
with a pot-pourri of houses of 
odd shapes, colours and sizes, 
here the houses present a 
sophisticated front of regular 
stucco-faced walls of the 
Regency period. Many of the 
houses are grouped under con- 
tinuous cornices, parapetted 
and delightfully — detailed, 
with here and there a hooded 
window and an elegant bal- 
cony. ‘The later houses of the 
nineteenth century tactfully 
follow the style of the old 
houses, adopting the same 
stucco fronts and refraining 
from pretentious detail. 

While to make the acquaint- 
ance of Dawlish gives such 
delight and one feeis one has 
discovered the perfect seaside 
town, one item of its forma- 
tion gives cause for dissatis- 
faction. This is the railway, 
which seems to intrude itself 
viciously into the most vital 
part of the town—right along 
the front at the back of the 
beach. The railway station 
and an ungainly iron bridge 
occupy the most central posi- 
tion of all While many 
people deplore with vehemence 
these intrusions, and it may 
be said, from the point of view ot town plan- 
ning, that their feelings are justified, the fact 
remains that the children love the railway. 
They delight to watch the expresses dash 
through the station and, incidentally, the 
parents like to use the archways under the 
platforms as lookout holes. From the purely 
practical point of view there was probably no 
alternative but to run the railway along the 
front; to run it round the back over the hills 
would have been an unreasonably expensive 
and formidable task. 

The particular beauty of Dawlish is largely 
the outcome, no doubt, of the limitations of 
the form of the country, but, nevertheless, as 
a lay-out it gives suggestions on how a seaside 
town, given no limitations of site, might be 
planned. For example, starting clean on a flat 
piece of ground, the ‘‘ front’? might be car 
vied round a really large semi-circle [as in 
Fig. A so that the entire town be well 





related to the sea and pianned to give a 
maximum length of building frontage. 

and hotels take the inner circle, and privat 
houses the outer circle. 
take the corner sites on the main promenad 
and act as stops to the turn of the com 
position. 

Two short piers are suggested instead of the 
normal long one commonly located centrally 
in the smallish seaside towns. The twin piers 
in my plan allow a fine central stretch of 
pleasure beach and give an ideal position for

a bathing pavilion in the middle. At the back 
of the town, on the main axis, civic buildings 
could stand on either side of a place and lead 
the way to a railway station, which in turn is 
detached from other buildings and closes in 
the vista. 

In main principle the design approximates 
to the lay-out of Dawlish. The formality of 
it might be held up as a point of serious 
criticism, but the rigid lines are not essential 
to the design. The irregularities in almost 
any natural site would give variety to this 
plan formality. There is, of course, the vast 
and more attractive possibility of asymmetr- 
cal planning on a similar principle. 

The principle involved may be stated as 
this: that the town frankly accepts itself as 
half a town, the sea acting as the other half 
and the unalterable complement to it.

INTERIOR DECORATION. 


A paper on ‘Interior Decoration ’’ was 
read before a meeting of the Royal Society 
of Arts on Wednesday, December 19, by Mr. 
Derek Patmore, the chair being occupied by 
Mr. H. G. Hayes Marshall. 

The lecturer said that undoubtedly any new 
development in the decorative arts oe be 
founded on tradition. One could not be a 
composer before one had mastered the theories 
of harmony. In the same way, one could not 
be a good modern interior decorator until one 
had a thorough knowledge of the great decora- 
tive styles of the past. That was one of his 
quarrels with so many of the- noi 
decorators of to-day. They were so —— 
Taking advantage of a new movement, — 
had tried to cover up their lack of culture 
taste by attempting to be different ee 
‘* amusing.” In their ignorance — _ 
defied certain fundamental laws of architec 
ture and decoration, and then they were -. 
prised that the world found so many of t roe 
creations unsatisfactory. In art, one et 
know the rules before one could break them. 

At the moment we were struggling to —— 
a new decorative style. But we needed vom 
ance. And that was where the coming exhi ri- 
tion at Burlington House should show us in 
what direction lay a successful interpretation 
of modern interior decoration. It should point 
the way to a modern style that really was a 
mirror of the age in which we lived. He con 
tended that modern decoration should be as 
d beautiful as the great styles of

of Industrial Art at Dorland Hall. — 
pions of the modern movement in architecture 
and decoration were very fond of quoting Le 
Corbusier’s statement that ‘‘ the house should 
be a machine to live in.’’ They had attempted 
to force those very extreme ideas down the 
British public’s throat, and then were annoyed 
because the public had __ indigestion. 
Admittedly, the general public had not as 
much taste as it should have, but he often 
thought that they had more taste than they 
were credited with by the decorators and 
manufacturers. Personally, he had no desire 
to live in a machine, and he rather sym- 
pathised wiih the British public on_ that 
matter. The Royal Academy Exhibition 
should show the general public that modern 
decoration was not as frightening as it 
sounded. It should show them that that 
stvle could be liveable and attractive, and also 


comparatively inexpensive. 


Successful Decoration. as 

We filled our homes with carpets, paintings, 
fine china and glass, and furniture; but how 
indiscriminate was the average taste! Surely, 
what made a room decorative or beautiful was 
not the amount of money, or expert opinion, 
that was lavished upon it, so much as the 
appreciation of fine things and the good taste 
of its owner. He would rather see a room 
made beautiful by the inclusion of one work 
of art, however small and inexpensive, than 
see a similar room ruined by being over- 
crowded with ill-assorted decorative effects. 
Successful decoration could be achieved by so 
many simple methods. Maybe the success of a 
room depended on the arrangement of the fur- 
niture, or it might rely on the colours in a 
painting hanging on the wall. Some rooms 
were decoratively successful because they had 
been cleverly lit. A spray of flowers placed 
in a fine modern vase might beautify an 
otherwise unattractive scheme. A clever mural 
painting on the wall of a small room might 
lend it an air of space and perspective. The 
glittering beauty of a modern Venetian glass 
chandelier could transform the darkest of 
period furnishing schemes. 

There were decorative values in all the 
modern treatment of woods. Many rooms to- 
day relied entirely upon their decoration on 
the warm pinkish brown of naturai un- 
varnished mahogany, the ivory of sycamore 
veneer, the flesh-pink of natural pine, or the 
golden-brown of Japanese oak. Modern de- 


coration was forever employing new materials, 
such as new mixtures of dg stone and 
metal, so that when one asked ‘‘ What is 
decoration ?’’ one might almost reply : ‘‘ De- 
coration is achieved by any object, material, 
substance or surface, so long as the materials 
used are decorative in design, texture and 
colour.” The modern architect and interior 
decorator had a far greater range of materials 
from which to choose than his predecessors. 

The understanding of colour and how to use 
it was, undoubtedly, the secret of successful 
interior decoration. But how many people 
troubled to learn or understand the science of 
colour? Very few. He found that most 
people took it for granted that they knew all 
about colour and its uses, but he doubted 
whether the majority of housewives could even 
enumerate the twelve principal colours of the 
spectrum. It was amazing that so few 
decorators had troubled to pay attention to the 
psychology of colour, and yet this played a 
most important part in the success of any 
colour scheme. 


Colour. 

How many of us stopped to analyse our 
feelings and reactions to colours? Yet modern 
science told us that the colours we lived with 
could make us either depressed or happy. It 
had also been proved that colours affected the 
eye in a physiological manner—that was to say, 
that all colours caused in the eye a physical 
reaction. Experiments had shown that cer- 
tain colours and combinations of colours dis- 
tressed the eye, whilst others gave it rest and 
therefore pleasure. The psychological reac- 
tions to colour varied according to the in- 
dividual, but there were sufficient reactions to 
colour to enable us to lay down the following 
generalisations about how colours affected us. 
It must be remembered that the way in which 
colours affected us was due to the psychological 
association of ideas and partly to our physio- 
logical reactions. For example, yellow would 
naturally suggest sunshine, and for that reason 
that colour was an excellent one to use in the 
decoration of our homes, for it was essentially 
happy and cheerful. Red suggested warmth 
and courage, but it also suggested restlessness 
and violence, and for that reason should be 
avoided in the decoration of a room except its 
small touches. Moreover, that shade, together 
with crimson, would darken a room, and in a 
northern country, where rooms tended to be 
dark anyhow, sombre colours would uncon- 
sciously depress us. Blue was associated in 
our minds with peace, but it could also sug- 
gest coldness. Dark blue, however, used 
sparingly, such as on a ceiling in a bedroom, 
would be found very soothing. With regard to 
dark blue, it was interesting to notice that 
that cuiour had become one of the most 
popular shades during the last year in the 
United States. 

Green was one of the most popular colours 
that could be used in a scheme, and being 
closely related to blue, was not a jarring 
colour like red, and, possibly because it was 
the predominating shade in nature, it held 
an irresistible appeal for us. Black used to be 
considered funereal for interior decoration, 
but to-day black was very much used in 
decorating schemes, especially as a_ back- 
ground, for no other shade showed off so well 
the brilliancy and effect of other colours 
placed against it. 

It was an interesting fact that to-day the 
chief tendency in interior decoration was to 
avoid so-called warm and restless colours such 
as red and orange, and to prefer the use of 
cool colours. Probably one of the reasons for 
this was that, living in a mechanical age, we 
sought refuge and quiet in our homes. 
Another reason for this tendency was that the 
more rich and brilliant a colour was tl:e more 
effort the eye must make to register it con- 
tinually. Consequently, the eye would un- 
consciously demand colours that had neutral- 
ised each other, such as green or grey and, 
therefore, were less concentrated and made 
less demand on the eyes. 
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With regard to furniture, at the moment he 
did not feel that any modern designer had 
created furniture comparable with the best 
pieces of Adam and Chippendale, but there 
was uo reason why good modern furniture 
should not be produced. To, his mind it was 
the least satisfactory branch of modern 
decorative accessories. It was to be hoped 
that the Royal Academy Exhibition might 
show us some interesting developments in that 
direction. 


Glass and Light. 

He firmly believed there was a great future 
for modern decoration provided the decorator 
could master the vast range of decorative 
materials at his disposal. There had never 
been a time when the architect and decorator 
had had so many and exciting new mediums 
on which to work. The decorative possibilj- 
ties of glass, for instance, were only just begin- 
ning to be exploited. Mr. Oliver Hill had 
shown how beautiful glass furniture could 
look in one of the rooms he designed for the 
Dorland Hall Exhibition. With the use of a 
little imagination and virtuosity there was 
no limit to the exciting modern interiors that 
the modern architect could contrive; but s0 
many of our architects seemed afraid to use 
the material at their command. 


The manifold decorative possibilities of 
lighting were still unrealised. Who could tell 
but that in future years we should have 
rooms entirely decorated by coloured light? 
The theatre had already shown us how many 
unusual and lovely effects could be obtained 
by varying mixtures of the three primary 
colours. It was therefore a possibility that 
the colour scheme of a room might be pro- 
duced entirely by means of such lighting, thus 
obviating the use of paint or any other de. 
corative treatment. Wood papers and papers 
made of glass, exciting new textiles woven 
with cellophane—all these lent themselves to 
the creation of interiors of such simplicity 
and beauty that they would equal in their 
elegance the great styles of the past. 





ROYAL SOCIETY OF ULSTER 


ARCHITECTS. 

Sir Giles Gilbert Scott, R.A, President of 
the Royal Institute of British Architects, was 
the guest of honour at the annual dinner of 
the Royal Society of Ulster Architects in 
Belfast on December 13. 

Mr. R. 8S. Wilshere, M.C., F.R.I.B.A.,, 
P.A.S.i., Education Architect of Belfast, and 
Vice-President of the Society, occupied the 
chair in the absence through illness of the 
President, Mr. Thomas Houston, F.R.1.B.A. 

He said that he and Lady Scott had landed 
in Ireland for the first time in their lives 
that day. He had been duly impressed with 
what he had seen, and in particular with 
the great city of Belfast. He had been im- 
pressed not so much with the city as a whole, 
but with certain individual buildings; they 
seemed to him to stand out in a very remark- 
able way as fine architectural achievements. 
It might be that civic pride had been a more 
or less recent development, but there was no 
doubt that from now onwards Belfast would 
become one of the finest of cities. The City 
Hall, the Parliament Buildings and the Law 
Courts were all fine buildings with a great 
sense of civic dignity, and he had also 
seen that day a building designed by their 
Chairman—a school—which gave him intense 
pleasure. 

In proposing the toast of the Royal Society 
of Ulster Architects, the Dean of Belfast 
(Very Rev. W. S. Kerr, B.D.) expressed the 
opinion that there was a great increase in 
architectural taste throughout the North of 
Tveland. Belfast Cathedral, now nearing 
completion, was one of the architectural 
beauties of which they were justly proud.

Ingleby Smith, O.B.E., F.R.I.B.A., Chief 
Architect to the Ministry of Finance, and 
responded to by Major G. A. Harris, Perma- 
nent Secretary of the Ministry of Home 
Affairs, and Mr. G. F. Beckett, President of 
the Royal Institute of Architects, Ireland. 
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MULTI-STORY TENEMENTS 


We illustrate on pages 20, 21 an interesting 
scheme for multi-story tenements with sun 
decks, designed by Messrs. Edward Arm- 
strong and Oscar A, Bayne, F./A.R.1.B.A., 
and in connection with this we have received 
the following report :— 

It has !ong been realised that the physical 
peculiarities of slum property are due as much 
to the unrelated development of numerous, 
often small, localised areas, frequently ad- 
‘acent and together forming great stretches 
of planless confusion, as they are to the wear- 
ing out of overcrowded and insanitary dwel- 
lings built for a different age and other con- 
ditions. Sporadic and piecemeal development 
of these same individual areas, even with 
satisfactory buildings, will tend to perpetuate 
many of the existing evils, such as awkwardly 
placed and inconveniently shaped _ sites, 
narrow streets and too many streets, dead 
ends, restricted play areas, and so on. 

Despite the very real difficulties in the way, 
it is obvious that any solution adequately 
fitted to meet the case and conform to future 
needs must be based, first of all, on the com- 
prehensive replanning of the largest areas 
that can be made available, and in a manner 
allowing the highest proportion of open space, 
fewer and wider roads, and the fullest avail- 
ability of sunshine and fresh air. At the 
same time must be considered the density of 
a population, for the most part firmly tied 
by employment, usage or necessity to the 
locality in which it has established itself. 


Any such redevelopment where applied to 
urban areas of high population density must 
again rehouse large numbers. It has been 
found that a form of development using 4- 
or 5-story blocks at the minimum spacing 
usually acceptable to local authorities will 
provide some 60 flats per acre of an average 
size of three habitable rooms per flat, or, on 
the none too generous basis of 1, 2, 3 persons 
per room, a total of some 300 persons per 
acre without serious overcrowding. | Were 
buildings of twice that height feasible, the 
amenities of open spaces would be correspond- 
ingly increased. At the same time, it should 
be noted that a maximum density of 60 flats 
per acre is quite inadequate in cases where 
the existing population is in excess not of 300 
persons but of 400, and in some very bad 
cases is known to reach close on 500 per acre. 


The 4- or 5-story block is usual for the 
simple reason that 4- or 5-stories in height is 
about as much as a tenant can be expected 
to climb, and such buildings give a develop- 
ment of the greatest number of flats per 
acre without recourse to lifts. At the same 
time, were lifts an economical proposition in 
such cases they would undoubtedly be used 
with gratitude by the majority of tenants on 
the higher floors. On a given area of build- 
ing, the greater the number of floors, the less 
formidable in proportion does the provision 
of a lift installation become, while with the 
large building units possible on extensive de- 
velopment areas, not only should the lift be a 
reasonably economic adjunct—as it is certainly 
a necessary one—but attendants’ wages, 
which form a major part of outgoings, be- 
come a correspondingly lesser item and tend 


| to merge with other management charges, 


A serious drawback in all multi-storied 
schemes so far put forward is the fact that, 
while it is being increasingly recognised that 
each flat requires some form of balcony large 
enough to take an infant’s pram or cot in the 
open air, no recreational areas are available 
for small children or adults except at ground 
evel, and consequently at too great a dis- 
tance from the individual flat—where safety 
is problematical and supervision impossible. 








Sun Decks. 

The drawings illustrated are put forward as 
an attempt to meet the problem of large- 
scale rehousing in general, and this deficiency 
in particular, by providing multi-storied 
buildings with external platforms or sun- 
decks easily accessible at every floor, or 
(see Scheme B) at every other floor, and of 
an area sufficient for small children to play, 
or adults at leisure. These sun-decks are 
provided by stepping back the ends of the 
buildings in such a manner that each deck 
is open to the sky and made safe for children 
by the provision of permanent metal mesh 
screens rising to an adequate height above 
normal parapet level. By connecting these 
decks by short flights of stairs as are the 
decks of a ship, easy and safe alternate means 
of escape is available in case of fire. 

The drawings indicate three variations of 
the same principle, both ‘‘ access’? and 
‘““ aspect ’’’ elevations of each being given. 
The former show the necessary access bal- 
conies and stairs and lift towers, while the 
*‘ aspect ’’ side is provided with small indi- 
vidual balconies leading out from the prin- 
cipal room of each flat in the manner common 
in Continental housing schemes, and now 
being used in some of the later developments 
in this country. The principal rooms of each 
flat give on to the ‘‘ aspect’’ side of the 
building, which may face any point of the 
compass from west to south and from south 
to south-east, thus conforming to any dis- 
position of site. 

The stepped ends, in addition to providing 
sunny play areas adjacent to flats, allow a 
higher percentage of such areas to those 
floors which are correspondingly further re- 
moved from ground level facilities. Further, 
and of considerable importance, the resultant 
general form of the building is such that the 
shadows cast by them are of reduced area and 
on account of the staggered layout tend to 
fall clear of other buildings. On a site which 
allows the aspect side of the blocks to face 
south, the shadow area through the day 
would be the minimum, as the general form 
of the building approximately echoes the sun’s 
arc, the shadow from the broadest face occur- 
ring when the sun is at greatest altitude. 

At first sight such stepping of blocks would 
appear to lose much of the extra accommoda- 
tion gained by building to the greater 
heights shown, but, as will be seen from the 
lay-out given, the system of overlapping the 
blocks on plan enables this loss of accommo- 
dation to be made up. As the portions of 
adjacent blocks which overlap each other are 
only some five floors in height—at the apex 
of overlap—these adjacent blocks, although 
in the main ten stories high, can be spaced 
as closely as are five-story buildings in a 
normal layout. 

As the principal open areas for the public 
occur between the widely spaced ten-story 
blocks, it will be seen that such areas are 
much more ample than is —_— in any 
development using five-story buildings spaced 
to give the same angle of light, or, in other 
words, the same ratio of spacing to height. 

The density of flats per acre with this 
system of development can rise as high as 
100 or more, while maintaining an acceptable 
provision of open land and other amenities. 
In the particular layout illustrated, having 
a density of 90 flats per acre, the area covered 
by buildings is only 16.1 per cent. of the 
whole. This is a better result than is usually 





obtained in the case of five-story development 
at only 60 flats to the acre, where space 
built over is generally around 20 to 25 per 
cent. ; 

There is space between buildings on the 








lay-out shown for such games facilities as 
cricket squares—22 yds. by 22yds.; small 
football field—65 yds. by 40 yds.; skittle or 
post ball, tennis courts, paddling pools, ete. 
Further, the number of roads necessary with 
a plan arrangement of this type is very small, 
and such principal roads as are required can 
take the form of wide tree-lined avenues with- 
out disturbing continuity of layout. Secon- 
dary roads passing under alternate rows of 
buildings would provide convenient service 
access, while inspection subways carrying 
sewers and electrical, gas and water mains 
would run parallel to such service roads under 
the overlapping ends of the buildings, giving 
direct. connection to all. 

Buildings of the compact form shown, in 
which all parts are within definite radius of a 
central boiler chamber at basement level, 
should lend themselves admirably to the in- 
stallation of a centrally operated hot water 
service and radiator heating system to each 
block, thus doing away with expensive, space- 
wasting and smoke-producing stacks of flues, 
and the problem of fuel delivery and storage. 
There has up to the present been an extreme 
disinclination to experiment with installa- 
tions of this kind in rehousing schemes, owing 
to first cost, apportionment of running ex- 
penses and the difficulty of checking extrava- 
gance in the use of hot water, but reasonable 
proposals for solving this side of the problem 
have already been put forward in several 
quarters, and a new block is in existence in 
Kensington where central hot water is pro- 
vided to tenants at an estimated running cost 
of about 1s. 6d. per flat. 

Complete standardisation of framework, 
plumbing and construction generally reduces 
cost and increases speed of erection, while 
allowing great flexibility of flat types which, 
with some such form of individual planning 
as is illustrated, can vary between flats of 
from one to five habitable rooms. Steel or 
reinforced concrete framework is applicable, 
though steel would give the advantage of 
lighter sections, shop fabrication and inter- 
changeability of standardised members. The 
adoption of welded joints would probably 
offer centain advantages of flexibility and 
lightness. 

Light walls of reinforced brickwork with an 
impervious backing to receive plaster offers 
an as yet almost unexplored field in the con 
struction of wall panels within a structural 
steel or reinforced concrete framework, and 
would retain its appearance and character,

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FURTHER EXCAVATIONS IN ROME 


By H. F. HOAR, B.A., A.R.1.B.A., A.M.T.P.1. 


THe vast Roman excavation scheme of Cor- 
rada Ricci and Ludovico Pogliaghi, evolved in 
1911, draws nearer to its completion every 
vear. Their dream of the isolation of the 
Roman Forums and their inter-communication 
by great boulevards is not far from realisation, 
in spite of the vast amount of necessary de- 
molition and the huge sums expended thereou. 
Their survey of all that was visible of ancient 
Rome, their idea of the probable appearance 
of the Forums, and the comparison of their 
ideas with those of the great Renaissance 
artists, have been almost completely justified 
by the excavations. The result is a new Rome 
of spacious grandeur. ; . 

This year saw the completion of the great 
new road from the Colosseum towards the 
Porta S. Paolo—the wide and impressive Via 
di S. Gregorio. Its axis passes through the 
arch of Constantine and the site of the colos- 
eal statue of Nero. One noticed during its 
construction the almost complete absence 01 
mechanical plant, the entire work being car- 
ried out by man-power. 

Further up the Tiber rises the stark fortress 
of S. Angelo, around which have been laid out 
parks and promenades on the plan of the 
medieval battlements which once surrounded 
it. The old, decaying slums have been razed, 
and the inhabitants rehoused by the very 
efficieut Roman methods in great tencment 
blocks around the city. 


The shops of modern Rome in the Cots 
Umberto and the Via Veneto are the last word 
Their forerunners in the Forum ci 
Trajan have now been excavated, and one 
may see where Apollodorus of Damascus, cut- 
ting away the slopes of the Quirinal to find a 
level site, erected a great semi-circular but- 
tress around which he built the bazaars and 
stalls which supplied the ancient city, and, 
possibly, dictated the fashions of an empire 
when Paris was a village on a little island in 
the Seine. There are eleven shops on the 
ground floor, and on the upper floor twenty- 
one, reached to-day, as they were long ago, 
by two staircases (one at each end of this 
hemicycle) which lead mto the old internal 
street—the Via Biberatica, the street of 
druggists. On the right is a great covered 
hall which was once the Exchange, on to 
which open a further twenty-four Tabernae. 
The great market held 150 shops and was 
probably the shopping centre of ancient 
Rome, situated conveniently near the western 
approaches over the Tiber and that great 
centre of popular amusement, the Colosseum. 

The great market was built of brick, and 
forms a warm brown background of colour to 
the great white columns which have now 
been re-erected Trajan, in fact. was respon- 
sible for a very magnificent forum. The memo- 
rial column was once surrounded by a 
rectangle of buildings comprising the Greek 
and Latin hbraries,‘ the Basilica, Ulpia and 
the Temple dedicated by Hadrian to Trajan 
and his wife, Plotina. In 663 Costante re- 
moved the bronze statue from the top of the 
column, and from that date the forum fell 
into a decay that was deplored, we learn, by 
Michelangelo. The whole was until recently 
covered by slums and old and decrepit build- 
ings and vegetable gardens. 

In the eastern suburbs is rising the new 
University of Rome, set amidst playing fields 
after the English model, for the education and 
recreation of the increasing numbers of 
Roman youth. Everywhere the Fascist youth 
is reminded of the greatness of Italy and the 
sway that Rome once held over the civilised 
world. In the Via del Impero are great 
marble maps depicting the Roman Empire at 
its height and its vicissitudes through the ages 
to the present day.

The city is one of the noisiest in Europe. 
Trams are barred, very intelligently, from the 
city itself, and journey around the outskirts, 
and pedestrian crossings marked by the now 
familiar steel discs were inaugurated four or 
five years ago, and are used; failure to cross 
at the correct places is met by a fine on the 


spot from a traffic policeman, but there is a 
marked absence of fatal accidents. 

{ome is amused at the modesty of English- 
men, but the first underground convenience 
was built about a year ago. One can only 
hope that our irritating habit of placing one 
glaringly at every suburban traffic centre, 
together with the statue of the local mayor 
or relic of the War, will not be found in 
Rome. 
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There has recently been held a great cop, | 
petition amongst Italian architects for , 
Palace of the Littorio and the Fascist Reypo. 
lution. The Palace is to be built on th, 
Via del Impero at the beginning of the Yj, 
Cavour, and while strongly traditional q 
account of its ancient surrounds, should be af 
great interest as embodying the optimism anj 
hope of a virile nation. The winning design 
will be viewed with immense interest by th; 
architects of all countries, and will no doubj 
be a fitting addition to the splendour of the 
city. 


THE FIRE GRADING OF BUILDINGS 


On the subject of the fire grading of build- 
ings and building materials, a report was 
submitted in February, 1934, to the London 
County Council by its Advisory Committee 
on the Amendment of the London Building 
Act, 1930, the Chairman of which is Sir 
Robert Tasker. The substance of that re- 
port was reproduced in our issue for March 2, 
1934. The Advisory Committee on Build- 
ing Acts and By-laws of the Building Indus- 
tries National Council referred this report to 
their Fire Prevention Panel for recommenda- 
tions to be made thereon, that Panel having 
been specially augmented in order adequately 
to represent all the major interests involved. 
The Panel drew up a report on the subject, 
dated July 14, giving many reasons in sup- 
port of a recommendation that the proposals 
of the L.C.C. Advisory Committee on Fire 
Grading should not be adopted. — It was 
urged, among other objections, that the 
scheme for grading as set forth in the L.C.C. 
Committee’s proposals was so intricate that 
it would be extremely difficult either to de- 
sign to or to administer. Should a case even- 
tually be made out for the fire grading of 
buildings, it was held to be essential that it 
should be simple to understand, easy to de- 
sign to, and capable of equitable administra- 
tion. 

This report was duly forwarded to the 
L.C.C., at whose invitation it has now been 
amplified in a Memorandum drawn up by the 
Fire Prevention Panel of the Building Indus- 
tries National Council, and sent under cover- 
ing letter dated December 5. The Memoran- 
dum is as follows :— 

The term ‘‘ Grading ”’ as applied to build- 
ings is a loose term and can be used in 
several senses. It may, for example :— 


(1) Be used to apply to what can more 
strictly be described as ‘‘ occupational 
risk.’’ The list of trades or businesses 
given in the Schedule of Hazards on page 
19 of the Fire Panel’s first report is a 
schedule of occupational risks. 
or it may— 

(2) Be used in the way in which the 
Advisory Committee on the Amendment of 
the London Building Act, 1930, of the 
London County Council use it in their re- 
port dated February 15, 1934. Here it is 
used to denote varying degrees of fire-resis- 
tance in the structure of a building, a very 
different matter from (1), and based on 
entirely different conditions from what 
applies under (1). 

If ‘‘ fire grading ’’ as related to building 1s 
desirable, 7.e., if it is in the public interest 
to put buildings into various classifications 
from the “ fire’ point of view, it remains 
to consider whether the conditions applying 
to (1) and (2) can be co-related in any way. 

In the first place, the Committee of the 
B.I.N.C. consider it undesirable to grade a 
complete building (or part of a_ building) 
structurally, in the way in which the Advisory 
Committee on the Amendment of the London 
Building Act, 1930, of the London County 
Council suggest in their report. Not only are 
their proposals far too complicated, with the 
added danger of frequent reference back to 
the District Surveyor, or to themselves, or 
to the Tribunal of Appeal, in doubtful or 
difficult cases, but too many varying condi- 
tions of situation, structure, occupation, etc., 
arise in each individual case to make the 





scheme at all practicable; and, {urthe 
change of occupation from one trade 


another may completely upset all previoy 
calculations. 

Whilst the Committee are not opposed jy 
the principle of grading from a constructional 
point of view, they are of the opinion tha 
the utmost which can be graded are th @ 
“vital ’’ parts only of a building, in othe & 
words, the ‘‘ elements’’ of a building, such & 
as staircases, corridors, floors, 
ports. 

The Committee, therefore, submit the fol. 
lowing suggestions as a basis for a reasonable 
system of fire-grading as applied to building 
to cover both ‘‘ means of escape” and 
** structural fire resistance,’’ as the Committe. 
are of the opinion that consideration 9 
means of escape cannot be separated from 
structural fire resistance.

1. Means of Escape in Case of Fire. 

As regards “ grading ’’ in connection with 
means of escape in case of fire, all the various 
kinds of occupation of a building should be 
classified under a few headings (say, three o 
four categories at the most). 


The Committee suggest that the thre 
classes of schedule of hazards of the Fir 
Prevention Panel’s first report should be 


taken as a basis to start with, to be ampli- 
fied and revised after further consideration, 

Under the present London Building Act, 
notification has to be given whenever there 
is change of user. 

The Committee suggest that in future the 
means of escape in case of fire which are 
satisfactory for one specific occupation of a 
building should be equally satisfactory for 
other occupations of the same building which 
come in the same category of hazards, and 
that there should be no necessity for a build. 
ing owner to give any notification of change 
of user if the new occupation comes in the 
same category in the schedule of hazards as 
the previous occupation—or in a lower cate 
gory—provided that no structural alterations 
are being carried out at the same time. 





2. Fire Resistance. 

As regards ‘“‘ grading’’ from the fire re 
sistance point of view of buildings, all classes 
of occupation should, in the opinion of the 
Committee, be divided into the three cate- 
gories, which at present appertain in the 
London Building Act, viz. :—(a) Domestic, 
(4) trade, (c) public buildings. 

The London County Council (or some other 
controlling authority) should, with the assis- 
tance of the Department of Scientific and 
Industrial Research and_ their proposed 
Government Fire-Testing Station, carry out 
exhaustive fire tests on various materials, and, 
as a result thereof, frame a schedule as to 
the materials to be used, with their various 
thicknesses, etc., for the elements only of 4 
building, @.e., for the staircases, the floors, 
the walls, the encasing of supports, etc., suci 
schedule varying according as to whether 2 
building comes under category (a), (4) or (¢) 
above. 

Such a schedule, laying down the cond 
tions as to the construction of the elements 
of a building, would be simple to understand 
and easy to design to, and would not 1 
general lend itself open to the necessity of 
reference back in cases of doubt or difficulty. 

Finally, the Committee suggest that al 
limitation of ‘cube’? of buildings should 
disappear.

Swansea Civic Centre.

House at Ashley-drive, Walton-on-Thames

it has no personal appeal or special features. 
The materials are of the. old-fashioned tradi- 
tion—brick and tile, a little oak half-timber, 
and the whole colouring kept very quiet so 
as to harmonise with the surrounding trees. 
It is built in a wood and only sufficient of 
the trees have been removed to accommodate 
the house itself.

Brighton Airport. 

The proposed Brighton, Hove and Worth- 
ing Joint Municipal Airport is situated at 
Shoreham-by-Sea, about six miles from 
Brighton and four miles from Worthing, and 
has a total area of 140 acres, 100 acres of 
which are at present being prepared as a 
janding ground. The whole of the landing 
area is being drained, graded, ploughed where 
necessary, and seeded, and this work will be 
finished by June 1. The aerodrome is being 
equipped for night flying with boundary 
lighting, landing floodlights, obstruction 
lights, flashing neon beacon and other work 
incidental thereto. 

The buildings at present under construc- 
tion consist of a terminal building of modern 
design, a general hangar and workshops, 
248 ft. wide and 100 ft. in depth, with a clear 
opening of 20 ft. in height. It is intended to 
erect further hangars as shown on the plans 
reproduced, at such time as the traffic de- 
mands them. In the present scheme six pri- 
vate lock-up hangars are also included. 
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The accommodation of the terminal build- 
ing will.be as follows :— 


On the ground floor: Main concourse with 
booking and traffic offices; restaurant and bars 
with kitchen accommodation; customs and 
Emigration Examination Department; chief 
pilot’s office; pilots’ rest room; meteorological 
office; Customs transit store, and lavatory 
accommodation for both sexes. 

On the first floor: Club lounge, club secre- 
tary’s office and club bar; lecture room; ad- 
ministrative offices and committee room; 
medical examination room; lavatory accom- 
modation for both sexes, including hot and 
cold shower baths and dressing-rooms; care- 
taker’s quarters, 

On the third floor : Three emergency sleep- 
mg cubicles, complete with bathroom and 
W.C. 

The control tower will consist of two rooms 
the upper portion having a balcony right 
around, and both having an unobstructed view 
in all directions. The boundary lights, flood- 
lights, obstruction lights and neon beacon 
will be remote controlled from the control 
tower, and also the ground engineer’s office 
in the main hangar. 

The roof of the terminal building is being 
constructed to bear spectators, and with 
access from two outside concrete staircases. 
Electric clocks will be installed in the build- 
ing, and the equipment and lighting in all 
departments will embody the latest develop- 
ments. The building itself will be of steel, 
with reinforced concrete floors, and the ex- 
terior will be finished in cream ‘‘ Snowcrete.”’ 
A raised terrace will extend the full length 
of the building on the north facing the aero- 
drome. 

The buildings adjoining the main hangar 
will consist of: Ground engineer’s office; 
workshops; main store and tool store and a 
stores receiving office; also staff mess room, 
dope shop, transformer room, main switch 
room, oil store and garage to house first-aid 
and fire appliances. 


A new concrete road is being constructed 
along the south boundary of the aerodrome, 
serving the various buildings, and a large 
car park is also being provided. Access to 
the aerodrome will be obtained from the north 
by the upper Brighton-Worthing road, and 
on the south from the lower Brighton-Worth-

Business Premises, Kuala Lumpur. 

These premises, for Messrs. Robinson, 
erected in Java-street, Kuala Lumpur, capital 
of the Federated Malay States, afford a good 
example of a departmental store in the Far 
East to-day. The building, with the excep- 
tion of the top story, which is occupied by 
the British American Tobacco Co., is et 
tirely devoted to store purposes. It was 
built by Messrs. J. C. Gammon (Malaya, 
Ltd.), Singapore.

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«THE BUILDER” DEBATE 


LXXI1.—LOWER BUILDINGS FOR 
LONDON. 


‘That any further increase in the height 
of London buildings should be discouraged.” 


Sir.—The fact that legislation is imminent, 
enabling builders in the London area to build 
to increased height (150 feet is talked about), 
suggests that a discussion upon this subject 
js desirable. 

In a recent issue of The Builder a series 
of very illuminating illustrations gave a 
graphic prophecy as to the future appear- 
ance of London if the present tendencies con- 
tinue. In a 1uaterial age the dome of St. 
Paul’s Cathedral still continues to form the 
centrepiece of a picture which the Londoner 
keeps in mind. Ary attempt to suggest in 
pictorial form the characteristic of London 
contains the famous dome, a view of which 
can still be enjoyed from many angles and 
from considerable distances. It must be, 
therefore, with some dismay that the reader 
of the article illustrated by the diagrams I 
have mentioned, sees how seriously the views 
of St. Paul’s are threatened. In many cases 
it will be entirely blotted out. In others vital 
lines in its perfectly proportioned silhouette 
are covered up; and one cannot help feeling 
that this actual swamping of the spiritual 
by the material is typical of general develop- 
ments. 

No reformer can hope to satisfy his ambi- 
tions by ignoring realities, and if the growth 
of London demands this form of expansion 
with no other alternative, then we should 
wisely make up our minds, with however 
much reluctance, that the past is done with. 
But the facts do not appear to justify such 
an attitude of mind. 

A lot of the movement within a growing 
city continues out of public sight, and it is 
obviously movement and accessibility which 
dictate planning. A street which extends 
laterally demands movement from end to end. 
A building which expands vertically demands 
movement from bottom to top. The mere 
fact that the one process is visible and the 
other invisible to the man in the street is 
apt to distort a sense of proportion. There 
seems no reason why a mechanical ingenuity 
which has been brought to bear to transport 
people from the pavement level to the top 
story of a high building should not be exerted 
in equal measure to that of transporting 
people from one end of the street to the other. 
The development of tube railways is a case in 
point where this aspect of the problem has 
been capably handled, and in viewing a map 
of the underground system and comparing it 
with one of the network of streets overhead, 
one is forced to the conclusion that the under- 
ground system is in its infancy with almost 
unlimited room for internal expansion. 

Here at once we have a suggestion that the 
urge to go up is unjustified. But there is 
another of which we get frequent reminders, 
and which is bound up indissolubly with the 
traffic problem. It is impossible to load an 
area of ground with a population housed in 
high buildings upon the street plan designed 
to suit buildings of half the height, or even 
less. Every increase in height extends this 
difficulty, and traffic has already so much out- 
paced the scheme of road development that 
this alone must be a definite influence against 
going further upwards, and even an indica- 
tion that we should be wise to go back to 
more normal proportions. 

It is frequently urged that country is being 
rapidly built up and that there is no room 
for lateral expansion. People who talk in 
this way have merely scratched the surface 
of their subject. The country appears much 
more densely built up than is really the case, 
because we have for so many years tolerated 
those who have taken the easy course of 
developing along ready-made roads, leaving 
the interior areas unoccupied and desolate. 
Any exploring of the country off the main 
traffic routes shows the many hundreds of 
Square miles which could yet be developed 
without marring the picture. This applies to 
a limited extent to the country surrounding 
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London, but it is a general idea of properly 
planned expansion and a disregard of the too 
readily accepted opinions that certain areas are 
essentially business areas that will form the 
foundation of wise development in the future. 
In the meantime, the authorities would do 
well to stand firm upon the question of the 
height of buildings in London, so that the 
general picture of London may not be wiped 
out before we are really aware of the fact and 
before we have satisfied ourselves that there 
is no need for this to have been done. In 
the face of such regulation it is not beyond 
the wit of business men to find alternative 
solutions for their needs.

REJECTION OF HOUSE 
PLANS 


York City Council has recently refused to 
pass plans by Messrs. Pearson and Blackwell 
(Doncaster), Ltd., builders, for the erection of 
houses with flat roofs on land at Dring- 
houses. As a result of this, Mr. J. Pearson, 
of the builders, appealed, and a Ministry of 
Health Inquiry was held on December 10, 
when Mr. Pearson said he was not particu- 
larly anxious to have flat roofs, but he was 
driven to have them to keep down the cost, 
as he was informed that he must not use blue 
Welsh slates. This drove him to the use of 
tiles or grey slates, at gieater cost, if he was 
compelled to put in sloping roofs. 

The Town Clerk of York, Mr. R. Anderson, 
said that the plans were for blocks of working- 
class houses which had been submitted to an 
advisory committee, set up under the town- 
planning scheme, and this committee had 
rejected the plans. His personal view, he 
said, was that there was not a greater mon- 
strosity than a flat-roofed cottage. 

Mr. Cecil Lockenby, architect, a member 
of the Advisory Committee, said that the 
proposal for flat roofs was an ill-considered 
attempt to convey a modern note to a design 
not otherwise of a modern charactcr. There 
would not be any objection to a roof of grey 
slates, but they would not approve of purple 
Welsh slates. 

Mr. Pearson said that flat roofs were the 
coming thing. He agreed with town planning, 
but, after all, there was the point of view of 
those who were developing and were finding 
the money for the houses, which were said 
to be needed. Why could not he spend 
money in what he liked so long as it was all 
right? ‘‘I believe in a good building, and TI 
say I am as good a judge as any man who 
has spoken as to the demand for this type of 
house. If an artificial stone coping does not 
look as well as slates or tiles, I do not know 
what else to say.”’

Employment of Discnarged Prisoners. 


A building contractor writes to us on the 
subject of employing discharged prisoners in 
the building trade. He says that, on an 
average, ten prisoners are discharged from 
Wormwood Scrubbs every day. ‘It has 
seemed to us,’’ he says, “‘ that builders are in 
a unique position to help these men, because 
ordinarily a builder takes on and discharges 
a@ great number of men, and if a discharged 
prisoner can be employed in some unskilled or 
semi-skilled occupation, even for a short time, 
he can then look for further work on the 
same footing as any other man. . . . It may 
not be generally known that a great number 
of the discharged prisoners have been to 
Wormwood Scrubbs for crimes which most 
people consider in no way detrimental to the 
man as a prospective employee. . + —_ 
R. A. Badham, of the Royal Society for the 
Assistance of Discharged Prisoners, would be 
delighted to hear from other building con- 
tractors. His telephone nuinber is Shepherd’s 
Bush 1888, and those who get in touch with 
him need have no fear whatever about his 
sending them unsuitable people or letting 
them down in any way.”’ 
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THE TRAFFIC PLAN FOR 
GREATER LONDON 


THE appointment of Colonel Bressey, in con- 
sultation with Sir Edwin Lutyens, to prepare 
a traffic plan for the whole of Greater London, 
an area of 2,000 sq. miles, has been welcomed 
by those connected with local government. 
It is hoped, however, that there will be close 
co-operation between the Ministry of Trans- 
port and the Greater London Regional Plan- 
ning Committee and the Town Planning Com- 
mittee of the London County Council. 

The following considerations on the work 
which lies before Colonel Bressey will no 
doubt be borne in mind. Everyone knows 
that the traffic congestion in Greater London 
should be checked, but the deciding factor is 
likely to be the cost of widenings, new streets 
and stoppings, and in some cases area-pur- 
chase, under Section 25 of the Town and 
Country Planning Act, which will be a more 
economical plan than trying to balance com- 
pensation and betterment. a 

The Model Clauses as drawn by the Minis- 
try of Health could be applied to built-upon 
areas equally with unbuilt-upon areas, al- 
though ‘‘ Incidental Works”’ as applied by 
Clause 12 of the Act might be too wide for 
an area where buildings come right up to 
the back of the footpath. 

In town centres, the building line and the 
street line are often the same. This makes 
Section 22 (3) of particular importance, be- 
cause it postpones compensation concerning ” 
building line affecting an existing building 
until re-erection. Therefore, an authority 
might in certain cases prescribe only a build- 
ing line and no improvement line, trusting to 
be able, by bargaining, to secure the margin 
for widening the road, on economical lines, at 
the appropriate time. The Building Line 
Clauses 22 and 23 do not appear to be inap- 
propriate to built-upon areas, although some 
of the possible permissions referred to would 
usually be inappropriate. The arrangement 
of street furniture and refuges would not be 
part of the statutory scheme, but each junc- 
tion should be planned to allow adequate 
space for such things to be properly arranged. 
Control of the use, number, coverage, size and 
height of buildings in order to prevent in- 
crease of traffic congestion is a difficult pro- 
blem. The chief difficulties are :— 

(a) Multiplicity of ownerships, often in 
pieces too small or of inappropriate shape as 
a unit of redevelopment. ; . 

(b) An orderly sequence of operations 1s 
hindered by the fact that one man wants 
to re-develop before his neighbour is ready 
to or can—possibly on account of unexpired 
leases, possibly for financial reasons. The 
man who is ready may be furthest  re- 
moved from the place next in order in a 
proper sequence. 

(c) Existing heights, in many streets, vary 
a great deal. 

The Model Clauses 26-32 deal with use 
yoning, and cover not only the erection and 
use of buildings, but also the conversion of a 
building to another use. The appropriate 
portions of these clauses could be apphed to 
built-upon areas. It would be simply a ques- 
tion of selecting the zones and applying the 
appropriate type. If it is necessary to stop 
an existing use, action would have to be taken 
under Clause 52, subject to liability for 
compensation. = we 

Density is reckoned in terms of building 
units (each building unit representing a single- 
family house) per land unit, each existing 
dwelling-house or residential building (e.g., 
block of flats) forming a separate land unit 
except with the consent of the owner or if it 
exceeds the minimum area according to the 
average density prescribed. The number of 
building units which an existing building not 
being a dwelling-house (e.g., a block of flats) 
shall be taken to represent, is left to the dis- 
cretion of the council, subject to appeal. No 
building can be converted into a dwelling- 
house or residential building unless included in 
a land unit. The density machinery of the 
model clauses can probably be applied _satis- 
factorily to built-upon areas, if applied with 
discretion.

WELSH SCHOOL OF ARCHITECTURE 
EXHIBITION. 


Lreut-Cor. E, H. Fawckner,_ T.D., 
F.R.LB.A. (President of the South Wales 
Institute of Architects), presided over a large 
audience on the occasion of the opening at 
the Cardiff Technical College of the annual 
exhibition of student’s designs and measured 
drawings, arranged jointly by the South 
Wales Institute of Architects (Central 
Branch) and the Welsh School of Architec- 
ture, the Cardiff Technical College. In his 
introductory remarks Col. Fawckner referred 
to the excellent work being done by the 
school and congratulated the staff and 
students on the year’s work. 


In his report, the head of the school (Mr. 
W. S. Purchon, M.A., F.R.I.B.A.) recalled 
that last year the examinations of the Welsh 
School were accepted as providing a full 
qualification for admission to the Register 
which had been established in connection 
with the Architects’ Registration Act. Last 
session six students of the school completed 
the full-time five years’ course, and were 
awarded the College Diploma, and between 
them gained ten distinctions. During the 
past session Messrs. D. W. Roberts, H. J. W. 
Lewis and G. L. Price reached the final 
stage in the competition for the R.I.B.A. 
Victory Scholarship. In the Architectural 
Design Competition held in connection with 
the Welsh National Eisteddfod, 1934, Mr. 
G. L. Price, a past part-time student, won 
the prize for the design for permanent head- 
quarters for the Youth Movement of Wales. 
One of the most interesting events in archi- 
tectural education last year was the holding 
for the first time of a competition in which 
English and French students worked at the 
same problem. The subject was one set by 
the Ecole des Beaux Arts, Paris, and four 
students competed, the work of one of them, 
Mr. W. G. Sweet, being selected for exhibi- 
tion in both Paris and London. Equally 
interesting, particularly in South Wales, was 
the useful competition for the prize which 
Sir Robert Webber kindly offered for the 
best design for an air port for Cardiff. Each 
of the senior students produced a scheme, 
that by Mr. L. F. Hurley being placed first, 
while D. W. Roberts and C, H. Francis were 
placed second and third respectively. It was 
well known that from time to time important 
external awards had been won by _ their 
students, and it was interesting to note that 
not only had the designs which won prizes 
in these open competitions been published in 
the Technical Press, but that that had also 
been the case with certain of their own awards. 
It spoke well, he thought, for the standard 
teached ‘by the students of the school when 
he mentioned that designs prepared in the 
ordinary course of work by Messrs. L. F. 
Hurley, H. J. W. Lewis, J. L. Milburn and 
A. 8. Thomas were published in The Builder 
on March 30, 1934.

The Exhibition Opened. 

In declaring the Exhibition open, the 
Deputy Lord Mayor (Councillor James 
Griffiths, J.P.) expressed the view that with 
the growing tendency towards mass produc- 
tion for housing, the need for the architect 
was even greater than before in order that 
the design of the buildings could be brought 
up to a higher standard, and so that their 
disposition on the available sites coulc be 
arranged with care and skill. He felt that 
the fact that only a small proportion of our 
buildings are designed by architects was 
deplorable. 

Mr. Percy Thomas, O.B.E., F.R.I.B.A., in 
proposing a vote of thanks to the Deputy 
Lord Mayor and the Chairman, spoke highly 
of the work of the former on the City Coun- 
cil, and drew attention to the importance 
of those in authority paying increased atten- 
tion to the design of buildings. He regretted 
that Cardiff had not maintained the high 
standard set by the city fathers some 30 or 
40 years ago when with commendable fore- 
sight the great scheme ol buildings in 
Cathays Park was launched. 

In seconding the vote of thanks, Principal 
Coles, O.B.E., B.Sc. (Lond.), pointed out 
that a revolution in the method of entry to 
the architectural profession had been caused 
by the establishment and development ot 
schools of architecture, such as that in the 
Cardiff Technical College. He pointed out 
that the R.LB.A. Visiting Board had 
inspected the school last May, and in con- 
firming the ‘ Final’’ recognition granted to 
the school in 1928, the Board stated that the 
school generally met with the ~—— 
approval of the Board, that it was — 
organised, and that any student who passe: 
through the school successfully would leave 
with a very solid foundation upon which to 
build his subsequent career as an architect. 


‘‘ London: Past and Present.” 

Under the auspices of the South Wales 
Institute of Architects (Central Branch) and 
the Institute of Builders (South Wales 
Branch) a lantern lecture on ‘* London— 
Past and Present’? was given on December 
12, in the lecture’ theatre, Engineers 
Institute, Cardiff, by Mr. E. R. Jarrett, 
A.R.L.B.A., School Warden, Architectural 
Association, London. 

Mr, Jarrett’s lecture, which was illustrated 
by an excellent collection of lantern slides, 
dealt with the growth of London from 
Roman times to the present day. He showed 
and described many interesting examples of 
Medieval, Renaissance and modern buildings, 
including such noteworthy examples as St. 
Bartholomew’s, Smithfield, Westminster 
Abbey, St. Paul’s Cathedral, various build- 
ings for the Underground Railway, and the 
new headquarters of both the B.B.C. and 
the R.TJB.A. 

On the proposal of Professor Norman 
Thomas, seconded by Mr. W. 8S. Purchon, a 
hearty vote of thanks to the lecturer was 
carried with acclamation. Mr. J. S. 
Richards, M.I.0.B., presided over a repre- 
sentative audience of builders, architects and 
others who are interested in architecture and 
building. 
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MANCHESTER SOCIETY OF ARCHITECTS 


‘THE NEW APPRECIATION OF 
AESTHETIC VALUES.” 

THe Manchester Society of Architects held 
its annual dinner on December 21 at the 
Masonic Temple, Manchester, Mr. J. R. 
Adamson, the President, in the chair. The 
guest of the evening was Sir Giles Gilbert 
Scott. 

Proposing the toast of the Royal Institute, 
the Chairman said they ali rejoiced in the 
fact that the Institute had completed the 
first hundred years of its history, and like 
some great galleon had now set out full sail 
under the happiest auguries into the second 
century of its career. It had begun this new 
phase of its career most happily. The closing 
year had seen the completion of the Insti- 
tute’s fine new headquarters which were 
inaugurated by the King. The Prince of 
Wales had graced its centenary celebrations, 
and they were glad to know that the honour 
of a kmighthood had been bestowed upon its 
Secretary. These facts, he thought, could be 
regarded as a fine tribute to the work of the 
Institute during its history of a hundred 
years. It had done a great deal to set a 
standard of architectural efficiency and high 
professional conduct, and not the least of 
its good works had been the service it had 
rendered in connection with the Architects’ 
tegistration Act. In the new chapter of its 
history which kad just opened it would have 
much to do. It would have many problems 
to deal with in connection with housing, 
town planning, the better development of the 
countryside, and the better use of new 
materials. There was also the problem of 
guiding the public taste so that there might 
grow up an increasing recognition of the 
importance in building of the play of mind 
and artistic impulse, 

Sir Giles Scott, responding to the toast, 
said he had been proud to be President of 
the Institute during this most eventful year 
of its history. During his term of office he 
had tried to do two things. One of these 
was to increase the public interest in archi- 
tecture, and the other was to cultivate a 
spirit of friendliness and co-operation between 
the Institute in London and its allied societies 
throughout the Empire. In the spirit of 
co-operation, he was sure, lay the strength of 
their organisation. Looking to the future, he 
thought the prospects for architecture and 
the architect’s profession were good. Not 
many years ago it was rare to find the Press 
taking any serious notice of architecture. 
Things were different in that respect to-day. 
They were really forcing architecture to the 
front and making the public realise’ that 
there was something more in architecture 
than the mere esthetic interest of a rather 
exotic body of people who were known as 
architects. They had got to a point at which 
the public was “sitting up and taking 
notice.’’ The public was realising that there 
were other values in life besides material 
values. The public was beginning to realise 
that in building it was not sufficient merely 
to provide a roof that would keep the rain 
out, to ensure that the drainage was good 
and the hot water supply satisfactory, and so 
on, but that something was lacking if the 
whole character and atmosphere of a building 
were not taken into consideration. This was 
a great gain. It was gradually dawning upon 
the public mind, and upon the mind of public 
bodies, that there was something important 
that the architect had got to do besides 
regarding the building he planned from a 
merely material point of view. It was an 
achievement to have got the public to recog- 
nise that we did not live by bread alone and 
that zsthetic values were important. That 
being so he believed that a great future lay 
before the architect’s profession and he was 
quite sure that the Institute and its allied 
societies would continue to do all in their 
power to bring home to the public the 
importance of these other aims of archi- 
tecture. 


Mr. W. A. Johnson, junior Vice-President 
of the Manchester Society of Architects, pro- 


posed the toast of the City of Manchester. 
Manchester, he said, had many things of 
which to be proud. It had fine achievements 
to its credit, and its courage in adversity had 
been high and was unabated. But, like other 
cities which grew rapidly during the industrial 
revolution, it was cluttered up with the 
debris of an era that was past. All cities 
needed a plan, and a plan implied order and 
coherence. It was part of the function of the 
architect to plan. Indeed, it had been said 
that the architect planned and built for eter- 
nity, and he supposed that it was only in 
eternity that the architect got his reward. 
Nevertheless, the architect did plan with a 
sense of the realities of to-day and to-morrow, 
and some of these realities were occasionally 
overlooked by the so-called practical man. 
One of the most significant developments of 
the past decade had been the rise of swift 
road transport ; along with this had gone what 
was called ribbon development in the country- 
side, with all its defects and dangers. These 
dangers were serious. It had been said that 
in these days of swift road transport and 
inadequate planning to cope with it that the 
only safe way to cross the road was to be 
born on the other side. The shopping streets 
of our cities should be streets of convenience 
and not racing tracks. He would go further 
and suggest that the various interests of city 
life should be grouped each in its appropriate 
centre. 


The Lord Mayor (Ald. 8. Woollam), who 
acknowledged the toast, said that he had 
been tempted to think at first that the gentle- 
man known as ‘‘ the gloomy Dean” had come 
to that dinner. Was the picture of Manches- 
ter which Mr Johnson had painted altogether 
justified? Manchester had buildings of which 
any city might be proud, and he was glad 
to think that these buildings had been 
designed by Manchester architects. More- 
over, he was sure that, given the opportuni- 
ties, the architects of the city oul acquit 
themselves with the same distinction in any 
building projects for which they might he 
responsible in the future. He would welcome 
the assistance of Mr. Johnson on the Man- 
chester City Council in the task of watching 
over the city’s architecture. In passing, he 
would like to say that some of the new 
designs—some of the modern churches that 
had been built in Manchester, for instance— 
had little attraction for him. But he sup- 
posed they were modern architecture, and as 
such they ought to be admired. Speaking of 
the co-operation between the Manchester Cor- 
poration and the Civic Advisory Council, the 
Lord Mayor said that he would like to pay 
his tribute to the architect members of that 
Council for the assistance they had given— 
and were always so ready to give—in the 
selection of plans and schemes of development 
that were put before them. It was a curious 
thing, however, that there had been more 
criticism of the design of a public-house which 
the Corporation proposed to build in the Lake 
District than of any other architectural pro- 
ject. He attributed this to the fact that the 
members of the profession had been in the 
habit of going to the Lake District to fish at 
Haweswater and staying at the ‘“‘ Dun Bull,”’ 
where they spent long nights with the Tocal 
farmers as their guests at the revelry. The 
Advisory Council had been invited to consider 
the plans of the new ‘‘ Dun Bull,’”’ and the 
Manchester Corporation, he thought, had 
nothing to fear. The Corporation desired the 
help of the architects, believing it to be of 
the greatest value. 


Mr. Alan E. L. Chorlton, M.P., responding 
to the toast of the guests, which was pro- 
posed by Mr. G. B. Howcroft, referred to 
the housing schemes of the post-war period, 
which, he said, almost amounted to a re- 
building of Great Britain. What a remark- 
able change in Lancashire, for example, those 
wonderful fellows the architects had created 
in recent years. There was controversy con- 
cerning the propriety of building flats for 
rehousing purposes on cleared areas. He did 
not want to appear to be taking sides on that 
controversy; at the same time he felt that 
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slum clearance schemes did provide an oppor- 
tunity for evolving something in the way of 
mass production that had never been seen 
before in order to bring down costs. He won- 
dered if the City Fathers of Manchester had 
ever considered giving this job to engineers, 
It seemed to him that the job was really an 
engineering job. Considering what could be 
done by modern methods of building construce- 
tion, he thought Manchester had here an 
opportunity of giving a lead to the country 
as it had so often given the lead in other 
things before. Expressing a doubt concern- 
ing the policy of building so many houses by 
municipal effort, the speaker said he thought 
the way to abuse was opened if half the 
houses of the city were owned by the City 
Council. There were many people like him- 
self who hoped that consideration would be 
given to the policy of doing more of this house 
building through the building societies. 


THE WEEK IN PARLIAMENT 


Bungalows at Box Hill. 

Str Percy Hurp asked the Minister of 
Health if he would state in what circum. 
stances he had approved of the erection of 25 
bungalows at the foot of Box Hill, in Surrey; 
and what were the reasons which led the 
Dorking Urban District Council and its town 
planning committee, the Surrey County Coun- 
cil, and the National Trust to oppose the plans 
as being detrimental to the amenities of the 
district. 

Mr, SHAKESPEARE, who replied, said that 
the Minister’s decision in this case was given 
upon an application made to him under See. 
tion 10 of the Town and Country Planning 
Act, 1932, after consideration of the report of 
one of his Inspectors, who held a local inquiry 
into the matter. It was understood that the 
Dorking Urban District Council themselves 
proposed to zone that area for residential pur. 
poses at a density of two houses to the acre, 
If account was taken, as it should be, of a 
part of the site which the owner was prepared 
to reserve as an open space, the development 
would be in conformity with these proposals 
of the Council. The opposition to the appli- 
cation was based mainly on the view that 
buildings of the type proposed would be likely 
to mar the view from Box Hill and otherwise 
detract from the beauty of the locality. As 
regarded this, the Minister had made it a 
term of his decision that the trees on the 
estate, other than those whose removal was 
necessary for the erection of the buildings, 
should be preserved. It was clear that build- 
ings of one story screened by trees were less 
conspicuous than large buildings of two or 
more stories, and in view of this and of the 
other considerations to which he had referred, 
the Minister did not feel justified in refusing 
the application. 

Controlled Houses. 

Mr. West asked the Minister of Health 
how many houses were still controlled under 
the Rent Acts. 

Mr. SHAKESPEARE said that it was esti- 
mated that there were -some 4,000,000 con- 
trolled “C’’ class houses, which would 
remain controlled until 1938. In July, 193%, 
it was estimated that there were about 
1,250,000 controlled ‘‘ B”’ class houses, but 
since that date a certain number would have 
been decontrolled by the owner having come 
into possession. The Minister had no means 
of ascertaining how many of these ‘‘ B ”’ class 
houses had been decontrolled in that way. 


CONTROL OF HOUSING DESIGN, 
CUCKFIELD. 

The Ministry of Health, it is understood, 
have notified Messrs. Tecton, architects, 57, 
Haymarket, S.W., that their appeal against 
the refusal of the Cuckfield Urban District 
Council to grant permission for the develop- 
ment of land to the west of Wood Ride, Hay- 
wards Heath, has been allowed in the archt- 
tects’ favour. 

The appeal was heard on December 4 by 
Mr. S. L. G. Beaufoy, A.R.I.B.A., a 
inspector appointed by the Ministry of Health, 
and a report appeared in our issue fo 
December 7.

QUESTIONS. 

Cut Air Duct: Reconnection by Pipe. 

Sir,—I should be obliged to you for advice 
regarding an air duct in an old building 
which originally passed through three floors, 
but recently has been cut through at second- 
floor level to make clearance for a doorway. 
A giille has been inserted just above the said 
doorway facing into room. It is now 
desired to reconnect up the air duct, and the 
proposal is to insert a 2-in. dia. pipe 
where the doorway comes. Would this sug- 
gestion be a workable proposition if the 
2-in. pipe projected above the grille opening? 
The air duct is 8 in, wide. J.C. 


Alterations in Contract Work: Legal Position. 

Srr,—I would be glad if you could advise 
me on the following point :—A customer of 
mine asked me to advise her regarding certain 
extensions that she had required executed on 
her property. After discussing the matter 
and also the price, she finally accepted an 
estimate for carrying out certain work. After 
the job had progressed a certain distance she 
changed her mind and had the alterations 
carried out in a different way, involving more 
expense. 

She was told at the time that the work 
would have to be transferred to day work, 
and that the cost of pulling down the work 
done would have to be borne by her. When 
she received her bill, which amounted to 
approximately £60 more than the original 
estimate, she suggested that her surveyor 
should verify my figures, and if found to he 
correct I would be paid. 

Three months after the receipt of the 
account, I am informed by her surveyor that 
she is not prepared to pay the extra cost, as 
it is my lability, owing to my advising her 
badly in the first place, although I charged 
nothing for advice or estimates. 

Will you please advise me of the exact 
legal position in these ‘circumstances?

{Unless ‘“‘A. C. M.’? could show that 
the alterations to the original lump-sum con- 
tract constituted a new contract, the original 
contract could not be dropped and a day- 
work contract substituted. But he would be 
entitled to be paid for the altered work 
which involved more expense and the pulling 
down of work already done at prices analo- 
gous to the prices for the original contract. 
If, however, this could not be paid for in 
any other way than by day-work rates, he is 
entitled to these last-mentioned rates. 

It was no part of the contract that a sur- 
veyor should be employed to adjust the 
accounts, and ‘“‘A, C. M.”’ is not obliged to 
recognise him in the matter at all. He should 
sue on his claim, but in any case he can only 
succeed in obtaining what is reasonable. 


If the additional expense is due to bad 
advice, it imatters not that nothing was 


charged for it or for estimates. The question 
is one of negligence, and if that is proved, 
“A. C. M.”’ might not be able to recover the 
extra expense. The matter is fraught with 
difficulties, and legal advice should be sought 
before taking any steps.—Ep. ]

We are unable to reply 
to such specific questions except that A and 
B would appear to be equally liable in any 
matter which arises from defects in the party 
wall or flues, and that the purchaser might 
well hold B liable for the latent defect.—

consult an architect, who would be able to 
report upon this matter following a careful 
examination on the site. It is quite im- 
possible to give an opinion upon this matter 
without seeing the work.

Repairing Porcelain Ename!led Bath. 
[ANswers TG ‘‘ A. W. V.,’’ DECEMBER 21. | 

Sir,—A great deal depends on the finish 
on the bath. Sometimes these enamels are 
oven-finished at a high temperature. The 
easiest way would be to communicate with 
the makers of the damaged bath, asking them 
if such a repair is to be recommended, and, 
if so, obtain from them the correct enamels 
for such work. If enamelling on the site is 
not to be advised, I think the makers could, 
if the bath were returned to their works, 
refinish the bath as good as new. The cost 
of this would be a_ great deal less than 
obtaining a new bath. Should a site repair 
be possible, it would first be necessary to wear 
and grind down the enamel round the chip, 
so that the edges slope gradually to the sound 
enamel. Then apply enamel to this spot 
in thin coats, each being allowed to dry 
before the next is applied, until the surface 
is level with the rest of the enamei. It

Painting on Asbestos. 

[Answers to “G. F. B.,’? DEceEMBER 21. | 

Srr,—Asbestos contains free alkali and is 
also porous, which makes it necessary to use 
paints specially prepared for use on this 
material. These sheets should, if possible. 
be left unpainted for one year to allow them 
to age, so that they can be painted without 
fear of reaction with the free alkali. If they 
cannot be allowed to age for this time, the 
sheets should be washed down with a solu- 
tion made from 2 lb. of zinc sulphate 
crystals to one gallon of water. Then rinse 
with clear water. This solution may _ be 
applied with a whitewash brush, and, when 
dry, the sheets may be painted.

Smr,—This depends very largely upon the 
maturity of the asbestos sheets. If these are 
at all green trouble is likely to follow, but 
with those of reasonable maturity, two coats 
of petrifying liquid should prepare _ this 
material adequately for the reception of oil 
paint, PAIntT. 


Water Round Foundations: Cure Wanted. 
[Answer to “* W.,’? DecemBer 14. | 

Srr,—It is clear that the surroundings of 
the house are badly drained, and that the 
land, being clay, holds the water which 
makes proper drainage more difficult. It 
seems improbable that the trouble is due to 
a spring or springs, as these would have 
been seen when building the house. In any 
case, the only satisfactory remedy would be 
additional drainage. A trench or ditch should 
be dug round the house at say, 8 ft. from 
it, to be about 2 ft. deep, and made with a 
suitable runaway for any water which may 
collect. If it is considered that the trench 
would appear unsightly, it could first be dug 
and the top then covered by masonry. The 
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most probable cause of the trouble is that 
owing to the development of the surroundings 
land the natural drainage of the land has been 
altered, with the result that the surface 
water drains to, instead of from, your 
querist’s house. This is always liable to 
occur with houses built on low-lying ground 
and makes artificial drainage necessary.

Sir,—In answer to ‘ Quiz,” who asks 
about disintegration of cement rendering 
Irom concrete, it is explained that the room 
is quite dry. After 30 years of cement 
work, I have not had one floor give trouble. 
The method I have used is to lay a !-in. 
first coat on the wet floor after the latter 
has been soaked for 24 hours and has been 
well scrubbed. This process should be 
repeated three times at intervals, and the 
final coat should be roughened with a broom.

Concrete in Frosty Weather. 
[ANsSweRs to ‘‘F, T. P.,’’ DecEMBER 21.] 
Srr,—Concreting in frosty weather should 

not be carried out, but if there is the threat 

of frost the use of quick-setting cement limits 

the extent of possible damage.

Sir,—A method of laying concrete in 
freezing weather has been developed by two 
foreign engineers. The concrete is heated 
electrically in the interval of its laying and 
its final setting. This keeps its temperature 


wbove the freezing point while setting. The 
greatest disadvantage is its expense. Any 


method of heating which enables the con- 
crete and the immediately surrounding atmo- 
sphere to be kept above the freezing point 
until completely set would be successful. In 
exposed situations, such heating would be 
almost impossible, but in enclosed or semi- 
enclosed places, artificial heating might be 
possible, using coke fires, as is usual with 
watchmen. In all but special cases, the cost 
of such heating would be prohibitive and 
would prevent its general adoption.

Smr,—With reference to the inquiry signed 
aS SN, Pp.” in a recent issue, if liquid 
waterproofer is added to the gauging water 
with which the mortar mix is hydrated, 
external concrete work can be proceeded with 
in frosty weather, even with 15 deg. of frost 
All that is necessary is to add the water- 
proofer to the gauging water in proportions 
of one gallon to every ten gallons of water. 
If these proportions are used, a gallon of 
such waterproofer is sufficient for 150 sq. ft. 
of rendering 3in. in thickness.

HOUSE DRAINAGE AND SANITARY PLUMBING —I 


By J. R. TAYLOR. 


INTRODUCTORY. 

From the viewpoint of the sanitary en- 
gineer, one of the most important events of 
1934 was the decision taken by the London 
County Council relative to what has come 
to be known as the one-pipe system of drain- 
age. Such is the prestige of the L.C.C. as a 
sanitary authority, that their decision is 
bound to have a far-reaching effect, and to 
influence greatly other sanitary authorities. 
It is not too much to say that the decision 
to permit the installation of the one-pipe 
system was come to under pressure. ‘The 
principal new factor that had to be taken 
into consideration was the demand for the 
multiplication of sanitary fittings in large 
hotels. So insistent was the demand for a 
greater freedom of planning that could only 
be gained by modification of the then existing 
by-laws that, at one time, it was seriously 
urged that it should be granted in the form 
of special permits. It was more or less com- 
mon ground that the proposals carried with 
them added dangers. It was argued that 
these additional risks could best be met by 
limiting permission to make the proposed 
modifications to cases where the work was 
to be carried out under the direct super- 
vision of qualified architects and/or engineers. 
It was further proposed that the actual per- 
formance of the work should only be entrusted 
to registered plumbers. It does not fall to 
us to consider here the grounds on which it 
was decided that limitations such as these 
were unacceptable; but that they should have 
been put forward does go to show some cou- 
siderable amount of fear as to the result of 
giving a general relief under safeguarding 
conditions. On the other hand, there is a 
noticeable tendency in certain quarters to 
discount the dangers that may arise from 
leakages from drains and sewers, some hold- 
ing that the gases generated are more un- 
pleasant than dangerous. Be that as it may, 
it is at least certain that we do not want 
these gases to escape within our buildings, 
and the chief aim of the sanitary engineer is 
to exclude them definitely and permanently. 

The efficiency of by-laws to secure per- 
manent soundness of drainage works depends 
to a very great extent on tle knowledge and 
skill of those who design and carry out the 
work, and on the competence and vigilance 
of the officials administering them. At pre- 
sent, in some areas, the sanitary authorities 
are so much understaffed that it is impossible 
to exercise such vigilance as to secure full 
compliance with by-laws. Further, it is 
possible so to carry out work that it will 
comply with the letter of the by-laws and 
yet be far from being entirely satisfactory. 

Connected directly to soil pipes, branch 
wastepipes are, or at all events cannot be 
lasienliy distinguished from, branch drains. 
It follows that if special precautions must be 
taken when drains or branch drains come 
within a building, then it is just as needful 
that these waste branch drains should be pro- 
perly designed and soundly constructed. In 
the writer’s opinion, it is far more likely that 
faults on the one-pipe system will more fre- 
quently arise out of badly designed pipe runs 
than out of bad workmanship. It is felt that 
the best way to counteract this is to endeavour 
to make clear to the student and beginner 
what constitutes dangerous practice, and why 
it is dangerous. This, for the writer, has 
necessitated the taking of something in the 
nature of a refresher course, as well as a 
search through some of the work of leading 
authorities. There are still differences o! 
opinion on some points, and in one or two 
cases acute controversy, which can only be 
judged in the light of one’s own experience. 
The writer’s qualification for dealing with the 
subject is that he has made close contact with 
it in practice, and given much thought to 
such matters for more than forty years. 


Definitions. 

Considerations of space, and of the interests 
of those who are already well informed, pre- 
clude us in these articles from adopting 
methods that would be necessary were we 
writing an elementary text book. But in 
framing drainage by-laws the L.C.C. has 
thought it necessary to preface them with 
several definitions, for the sake of clarity in 
the succeeding textual matter. We shall have 
occasion to refer to these by-laws repeatedly, 
and, slightly shortened, these definitions are 
here adopted :— 

‘* Drainage Work ’’ means any pipe, drain, 
or other means of communicating with 
sewers, and any trap or apparatus connected 
therewith. 

** Subsoil Drain”? means a drain constructed 
to be used solely for conveying to any sewer 
(or in unsewered areas or under certain con- 
ditions to be later dealt with, to a cesspool 
soakaway or ditch) any water that may per- 
colate through the subsoil. 

‘* Surface-water Drain ’’ means a drain used 
solely for conveying to any sewer (or, in rural 
or semi-rural areas, to collecting chambers, 
etc.) any rainwater from roofs or from ground 
surfaces, whether paved or unpaved, but does 
not include a rainwater pipe. . 

‘* Rainwater Pipe ’’ means a pipe or drain 
situated wholly above ground, used for carry- 
ing off rainwater directly from roof surfaces. 
(But where the context requires it in these 
articles, it will also mean a pipe on the face 
of a building, used partly for carrying rain- 
water and partly for the conveyance of wasic 
water from baths or lavatory basins and 
similar fittings.) 

** Sewage Drain ” (soil drain) means a drain 
used for conveying solid or liquid waste 
matters to a sewer (or to a septic tank or cess- 
pool). 

Our subject does not require a definition 
of a sewer, a point on which the L.C.C. 
drainage by-laws are also silent. In another 
difference between a sewer and a combined 
connection it is important to know the 
drain; but it is a matter for which an 
exhaustive explanation would require a good 
deal of space, and anything short of that 
might be misleading. 


Subsoil Drains. 

The principal requirement of the L.C.C. 
by-laws as to subsoil drains is that they 
shall not be connected to a soil drain or 
sewer without the intervention of a suitable 
trap. It is laid down that the trap shall 
conform to the requirements of the by-law 
dealing with traps on soil drain inlets. If 
the subsoil drain be of 3-in. diameter or 
more, then conformity with the by-law is 
found in a trap having 2 in. depth of seal. 
It is here submitted that for such a purpose 
so small a depth is altogether inadequate. 
It was noted that towards the end of last 
summer many farmers took the opportunity 
afforded by the prolonged drought to dig 
out the hardened’ mud from their cattle 
drinking ponds. The majority of these 
ponds in this case were not fed by springs, 
but by surface water flowing towards them 
just below surface soil, or in land drains. 
When at last the rain came it was weeks 
before any of it found its way into the 
ponds by way of these drains. If it is 
necessary to enter a subsoil drain into a 
soil drain, a trap should be built up to hold 
a seal of exceptional depth as a guard against 
evaporation. It is also laid down in the 


by-law that the subsoil drain shall be 
ventilated as near to the trap as is practic- 
able. When subsoil drains are used to drain 
the sites of buildings on clay lands the field 
pipes should be laid on and encased in 
furnace clinker or other suitable material. 
This will serve to keep the pipes open, and 
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discourage the entry of field mice, moles and 
the like. But in such cases the drains should 
only discharge into soil drains if there is no 
practicable alternative, and some means 
should be provided fcr keeping the trap 
charged. : 


Surface Water Drains. 

The L.C.C. by-laws require a surface water 
drain to be constructed in the same manner 
as prescribed for soil drains; but it may have 
an internal diameter of less than four inches; 
as to how much less the by-law is silent. In 
the writer’s opinion, a three-inch drain, when 
it serves a three-inch rainwater pipe, is ample, 
{zy is rare that a rainwater pipe discharges 
water from a roof in such volume as to occupy 
the full bore of the pipe. When the rainwater 
pipe is served by a branch drain of greater 
diameter, decaying soil and vegetable matter 
is collected, which would be driven out before 
a good flush. 

Provided that a surface water drain does 
not communicate with a soil drain except 
through a trap communicating with the 
open air, and being accessible for cleaning, 
the inlet need not be trapped if the 
drain takes only rainwater from a roof. Thus, 
if a surface water drain, by means of a 
number of branches, serves a number of rain- 
water pipes, only the collecting drain need 
be trapped before it enters the soil drain. The 
rainwater pipes may discharge into untrapped 
gulleys or rainwater shoes. (Thesg shoes will 
be found illustrated in drainage catalogues.) 
Under the L.C.C. by-laws a rainwater pipe 
must not discharge into a soil pipe when 
installed on the one-pipe system, but be car- 
ried separately, as in the dual system, The 
admission of roof water in times of storm 
might, as will be shown later, seriously in- 
crease the danger of back pressure. It will 
also be shown, however, that the capacity o} 
a four-inch soil pipe measured in terms of 
units that may be safeiy connected to it, is 
much greater than is sometimes supposed, 
und under certain exceptional conditions it 
would be safe to discharge some amount of 
roof water through it. 

Provided that a surface water drain, serv- 
ing a yard or paved space, has the inlet at 
a point not less than 10 ft. distant from the 
building, and the drain be trapped before it 
enters a soil drain, a trapped yard gulley is 
not required by the L.C.C. by-law. But the 
untrapped gulley substituted must make pro- 
vision for collecting sand or other detritus, 
and be covered with a grating having bars not 
more than three-eights of an inch apart.

It is 
a book which we can recommend to the archi- 
tect and others, for it should give a sound 
knowledge of the technical and practical uses 
and limitations of the system—expressed, 
moreover, in simple and largely non-technical 
language. An especially useful section is that 
on ““iRegulations Regarding Fixing.” 

We suggest for future editions a chapter 
on “the architectural aspect.’’ Neon signs 
are, possibly, not as popular with the archi- 
tectural profession as they should be, the 
belief existing that many good buildings 
are ruined by being smothered with the ad- 
vertising agent’s inspirations expressed in 
tube lettering. It should be realised that 
such advertising may eventually form part of 
every commercial and entertainment build- 
ing, and the sooner this fact is realised and 
earnest consideration given to how best the 
incorporation may be effected, the better for 
the appearance of our streets. A section as 
suggested, written in collaboration with an 
architect, would be an undoubted help.
